REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a transflective LCD device comprising 
a) a lower reflective polarizing layer disposed below the LC layer; b) a lower polarizing 
layer disposed below the lower reflective polarizing layer; c) an illumination device 
disposed on the outer surface side of the lower substrate; d) a transmissive polarization 
axis of the lower polarizing layer being substantially orthogonal to a transmissive 
polarization axis of the lower reflecting polarizing layer; e) a degree of polarization of the 
lower polarizing layer being greater than a degree of polarization of the lower reflective 
polarizing layer. 

Kawakami (US 2003/0218701 ) discloses a transflective LCD device having the 
features a, b and c, but is silent about the features d and e. 

Miyazaki (US 2002/0085146) discloses a transflective LCD device having the 
features a, b and c , and the transmissive polarization axis of the lower polarizing layer 
not being substantially orthogonal to a transmissive polarization axis of the lower 
reflecting polarizing layer. Also, Miyazaki is silent about the feature e.
